tomorrow.' Yet, again, a correspondent of 
the Guardian, wrmoR Irom Cbilliwhaclt, 
complains ol tho mail service, stating thai 
they had just received that very evening ibe 
first copioB of the paper tiDOj the steamer 
stopped innuinfi. To thin the editor replies, 
assuring bis own correspondent of I he regu- 
lar mailing of toe paper. Wecoecludo tbo 
present lisi with an extract Irom a corres 
pondeut of our own (or. more properly, a 
private letter to the editor of this journal), 
dated Sumass, 16th Janoary :— ' Tne peu. 
pie here have beeo in a groat way aboul 
their mails. The first since the e'eamer 
stopped running reacned here last Friday— 
M early ma weeks. At this rate wo may 
pot, expect to have one before ibe Spring 
opens! Is not Ibis toa bad?' Now, we 
a*k a thinking and disinlereated public to 
judge between ibis journal and its loctl con- 
remporary. The former has cousig-ed to 
the waste-paper basket complaint alter com- 
plaint, until ihe griovance waxed altogether 
naendurable ; and now, because it lells lite 
tmtb, in the publto interest, it ia accused ol 
attempting to injure the contraotors fiom 
private motives. The latter praises tbo 
niail contractors at the expense ol truth end 
the public interest, declares, (what it mum 
have known to bo utterly false if it know 
anything about ihe matter) that there oxists 
throughout tho Mainland a universal feeling 
of ' entire satisfaction' respecting tbo manner 
in wbioh the present contractors are perfor- 
ming tbo service. And yet these words ol 
praise somcely meet tba public ejo when 
complaints come from almost every Diemct 
on the Mainland— complaints that Ihe peo- 
ple have beeo left five weeks withoot a 
mail! (Jur contemptrary has placod itself 
jn a dilemma. Was it so deplorably ignor- 
ant of pablic opinion ou the Mainland t Or 
did it deliberately lie in tbe treida first quo- 
ted J It is welcome to ohoose upon wtiioh 
feornlit will be empaled. It cannot etcapc 
both. II the former, in otter worihlefsneta 
aa an index o'. public opinion will readily be 
understood. If tho latter, tbon will ihere 
Have Leon added to the already long list yet 
one more proof of its unreliability. But, 
there is if possible, a etill daiker pbaoo ol 
tbe subjeci, and it is ouo that would give 
color to ihe suspicion that justice must 
empale onr contemporary on tbe latter born 
of tba dilemma. The Mainland newspapers

■were equally avjilable to our local eontem. 
porary. W bat dues it du 'J Does it hasten 
to place these complaints about the mail 
service before its readere, and confess that it 
was miituken ubout public opinion on tbo 
Mainland? Not a bit ol it. l'ria very tele- 
graphic dhpntcues in which ibeiooomplulnla 
occurred weie IraoBlerred laud that without 
credrt) lo ite oolouins, with all these com- 
plaints oabefcllt eliminated!! Cou.d 
disbonttty well be poshed tanner/ We will 
cot imitate onr eomemporary end impute 
occult motives for puisuinj; a course at unce 
so txtraordiuary, a a utsh-neat, and so sub- 
verBive ol ihe public interests, Teat uiny 
well be left to u discrimiaaiiog publio. H iv- 
ing due regard to tbo legitimate duties ol a 
publio journalist, we oould not well have 
beeri mora lenient towards tbe present mail 
contractors than we huve been. Wbtlo de- 
aiiing 10 treat every individual fairly, as lar 
us posBible, merciluily, wo owe a duty lo 
tbe public in this mailer wtncli we dare not, 
if we would, tnulie subservient to private in« 
tereata or pe'ifonul prediction*. In potntir g 
oat ibe eminently nnsa'isfaoiory manner in 
which ihe principal mail service of the Pro 
vinee is beiun perlormed by tbe present ooo • 
tractors, we have euulined ourselves Striotlf 
to fticta ; aud sorely no dLiuierosiod person, 
loukit'K ai these laot^ will accuse us ol 
maltio); too much nl tbem. Let us remark, 
in cone uh.'jh, tl at this grievance bids Ian 
to crista throughout ibe I' die Provioce a 
mtiBt unfavorable impression as to iho rn.p- 
ner in wmcb tbe Federal UovernnioLt fulfils 
UH obligations. It was surely bad enough 
to leave ibe interior of the iMuiuluud another 
eeasou with a semi-monthly mail service ; 
but when it comes to bo one mail in five 
or ii may turn out fix, weeks, surely it ia bo 
exaggeration to characterize the g liovanoe as 
intolerable. It may not be qoile so easy to 
trcce tbe blama to any particular oiiicial door 
As tho reader ia nwure, the service iau Fed- 
eral one ; and tbeUovf rumeut has not thought 
proper to appoint a head ub yet lo the postal 
department Id Ibia Prcvitee. But surely 
borne one must bo acting generally here as 
tbe representative ol Federal aaihorily. 
"Whoever that may happen to be, wo would 
ienpuciluliy augment the propriety of taking 
immediate nnd very decided steps to remedy 
nn evil which is unquestionably cooaaioning 
muob discoutent. and entailing serious incon- 
veniences in an impottani section ol the Pro* 
vinse. Such n course is equally duo to Ibe 
Federal Government and iho local interests. 
We einoerely trust it will be unnecessary to 
revert to this subjec'.
